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THE GREAT UNITED STATES
LABOR CRISIS

The steel strike, which began several
weeks ago, sfill continues. Added to this,
is the great coal strike, which began Novem-
ber 1, and, because of certain developments,
has become an issue between labor and the
United States government.

As The Theocrat readers know, the
United Mine Workers of America
were enjoined by Federal Judge Anderson
of the U. S. District Court from in any
manner whatever prosecuting their strike.
This injunction was temporary, but on Nov-
ember 8, at Indianapolis, it was made per-
manent, and the officials of the United
Mine Workers of America were that day
ordered to withdraw the strike order under
which over 400,000 men quit work Novem-
ber 1. The mandate was issued by Judge
Anderson.

Attorney General Palmer, speaking for
the U. S. government, said:

“This is the most critical hour in the life
of our country. The test is being made
whefher the government has the right and
the power to protect all the people from a
national disaster which would be inflicted
upon them by a single group for its own
advantage.

“The coal strike involves more than a
dispute over wages, hours or conditions of
capital. The government’s offer of a peace-
ful settlement had been rejected, and the
government faces the alternative of sub-
mitting to demands of a group, or challeng-
ing the assertion by that group, of power
greater than the government itself.”

Mr. Palmer further urged that the coun-
try vigorously support “some of the new
proposed legislation which would place the
strong arm of the federal government over
powerful corporations.”

Federal Judge Anderson, on behalf of the
government, gave the officials of the United
Mine Workers of America seventy-two
hours from last Saturday afternoon, Nov-
ember 8, to call off the strike.

The officials of the American Federation
of Labor, the organization which includes
all union labor in the United States, with a

| membership of over 4,000,000 men, in con-

ference at Washington, decided to stand by
the United Mine Workers of America in
their strike and in their contest with the
United States government.

The American Federation of Labor issued
a statement on that day denouncing the
U. S. injunction as an act of autocracy, and
declared that the coal strike was justified by
the sufferings of 500,000 workers, whose
2,200 delegates, in official convention, voted
for the walkout and instructed their officials
to call the strike November 1.

The statement further declares that the
U. S. injunction against the strikers “was
so autocratic as to stagger the human
mind;” that the Lever act, under which
the government acted in the court proceed-
ings, was illegally made to apply to work-
ers, and that its use against the coal miners
was not only “an injustice to workers but
to all liberty loving Americans.”

All the money in the treasuries of union
labor was pledged to the support of the
coal miners’ union in defending the officers
in the organization, should they be sent to
jail for contempt of court and defiance of
the government in refusing to call off the
strike. _

It was declared that “labor had fought
with its men and its money to win the war
for world democracy, but now it must fight
the government whose arm it upheld in that
conflict, because the government, in the in-
junction suit against the miners, was strik-
ing at the vitals of organized labor.”

U. S. INJUNCTION AGAINST COAL
STRIKE, SURPRISE TO BRITAIN

From the United News of London, Nov-
ember 9:

England’s press sees in the American
government’s fight against the striking min-
ers “the most daring act ever perpetrated
by a democracy.

“Not since Briand broke the great French
railway strike during the war, by summon-
ing all the strikers to military service, has
any democratic government ventured upon
SO extreme a measure. ;

“Nothing America has done has aroused
as much general interest in England as
President Wilson's course towards the strik-
ers.!l

England lately has passed through several
critical strikes, but in order to win each one
of them, had to resort to some very serious
COmpromises.

The following is a quotation from The
Qutlook :

“In Great Britain, where property rights
are much less sacred, individual right more
respected, and legislation covering labor
more advanced than in America, so violent
an innovation as the United States injunc-
tion against the coal miners would be un-
thinkable.”

The Outlook recalls W. J. Bryan's pro-
test in 1896 against “government by injunc-
tion” and declares “the revival of the in-
junction now by the federal government,
under powers conferred by enactment to
meet an emergency which has ceased to
exist, is a proceeding of the gravest nature
and one which no American wage earner
will look upon without profound disquie-
tude. There is hardly an infringement of
ordinary, fundamental, civil rights of a citi-
zen that it does not sanction.

“Order is threatened—and liberty along
with it. The Americans have grasped at
least one of the conditions governing the
solution. It is that no section can be al-
lowed to dominate a nation, and that, when-
ever such an attempt is made, all theories
must be thrown to the winds,”

Since writing the above the United Mine
Workers officials have rescinded the strike
order, and there is now a good prospect of
a settlement. The miners’ officials, the coal
operators and the government began a con-
ference in Washington D. C. on Friday at
11 a. m.

PROGRESS OF THE PEACE TREATY

In a dispatch from Washington, on Nov-
ember 7, it was stated that President Wilson
had directed his forces in the Senate to
throw the peace treaty into a deadlock, in
a last ditch effort to save it from the radical
reservations designed to safeguard Amer-
ican interests.

The President thus abandoned his up to
that time unyielding opposition to all re-
servations, becoming willing to bow to the
necessity for compromise. But he again
declared that he regarded the Lodge pro-
gram as entirely destructive of the League
of Nations and wholly unacceptable.

In a few minutes after the President had
thus conveyed his wishes, through Senator
Hitchcock, the Senate proceeded by a vote
of 48 to 40, to show him that it not only
was determined to put through the Lodge
program but to require three of the four
other principal allied powers to accept the
treaty with the Lodge reservations before
it would become effective on the part of
the United States.

Senator Hitchcock then declared that he
was now convinced that the Republicans
were determined to make ratification im-
possible, and that the only course open to
the friends of the treaty would be to vote
against the resolution of ratification with the
Lodge reservations. Then the opposition
became uncompromising and announced that
the Senate must accept the Lodge program
or nothing.

An editorial writer in the Chicago Trib-
une declared:

“The issue in the Senate involving the
covenant of the League of Nations is vir-
tually down to its fundamentals. We could
understand the- opposition of senators who
did not want to make textual amendments
which would require re-submission to the
peace conference. Senators do not want to
delay world peace and stability if the United
States can be protected otherwise.

“We thought some of the amendments
were valuable. We believed that the voting
strength in the assembly ought to have been
equalized, and now believe so. We also
know -that if the disparity of voting power
